France, April 2 4.—When the tide 
of German invasion swept through 
Belgium and into 
France,

but in its backward rush still more 
material damage was 
done, 
and 
now, after two years and more of] 
trench warfare, the country behind 
the British lines consists of a broad 
belt of blackened and pitted fields, 
shattered

buildings, where once lay a region 
of agricultural peace and plenty.
